Acknowledgment is hereby made of receipt and entry of 
amendment C, paper No. 27, on 4/4/94. 

The amendment filed on 4/4/94 cancelling all claims drawn to 
the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non- 
elected invention is non-responsive (M.P.E.P. § 821.03). The 
remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because amended claim 47, as well as all other remaining 
dependent and independent claims are drawn to an antigenic 
composition having a molecular weight of 590-620kDa, from which a 
subunit of 90-100kDa can be derived. The originally examined 
invention was directed to the 90-100 kDa subunit, and 
compositions containing it, as well as methods using it. 
Clearly, the amended and newly added claims would require a 
separate search. Moreover, the holoantigen is distinct from the 
subunit because it can be used to generate different subunits, 
and each of these subunits is taught to be useful for methods of 
vaccination and diagnosis. Therefore, the holoantigen is related 
to the 90-100kDa antigen as product and process of using the 
product. Applicant is given a one (1) month time limit or until 
the expiration of the response period set in the last Office 
action, whichever is longer, the complete the response. No 
extension of this time limit will be granted under either 37 
C.F.R. § 1.136(a) or (b) but the period for response set in the 
last Office action may be extended up to a maximum of six months.
